CHAPTER 167

AN ACT to amend 66.945 (3) (a) 2 and (4); and to create 66.945 (8)
(2) 3 of the statutes, relating to composition of regional planning
commissions and compensation of members.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. 66.945 (8) (a) 2 of the statutes is amended to read:

66.945 (3) (a) 2. Two members from each participating county:
shall be appointed by the governor. At least one such appointee shall be
a person, selected from a list of 2 or wmore persons nominated by the
county board, who has experience in loeal government in elective or ap-
pointive offices or who is professionally engaged in advising local govern-
mental units in the fields of land-use planning, transportation, law, finance
o, engineering or recreation and natural resources development. The gov-
ernor in making appeintments hereunder shall give due weight to the
place of residence of the appointees within the various counties encom-
passed by the region.

SECTION 2. 66.945 (3) (a) 3 of the statutes is created to read:

66.945 (3) (a) 3. The director of the department of resource devel-
opment or his designee shall serve as an ex officie, nonvoting member of
each regional planning commission organized pursuant to this section.
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SECTION 3. 66.945 (4) of the statutes is amended to read:

66.945 (4) Mo A per diem compensation shall may be paid members
of regional planning commissions. ided; that. This shall not affect
in any way remuneration received by any state or local official who, in
addition to his respongibilities and duties as a state or local official, serves
also as a member of the regional planning commission. All members may
be reimbursed for actual expenses incurred as members of the commission
in carrying out the work of the commission.
